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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to conmiunications: RCE filed 01/18/2006 to the original 
application filed 01/22/2002 

2. Claims 1-41 are currently pending in this application. Claims 1, 14, 19, 26, and 33 are 
independent claims. 

3. On 31 March 2006, the Examiner called Applicant's representative, Mr. Robert A. Blaha, 
to advise Applicant of the foregoing restriction/election requirement. Applicant, however, 
did not make an election responsive to this telephone call. 

Election/Restrictions 

4. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 :

In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as 
generating a compiler output; invention 11 has separate utility such as reporting 
the statistic; and invention III has separate utility such as adding the line of text to 
summary label to generate a summary line in the report.
